THOMAS C. MCDOWELL’S CANDIDATE FOR KENTUCKY DERBY 
HONORS THIS YEAR 



THE MANAGER, CH. C, 3, BT VOTER— BRACEGIRDLE. 

Whether The Manager Is to place another Kentucky Derby to the credit of Thomas C. McDowell next 
Saturday or not, it is-quite sure that be can only be beaten by a good race horse, because he is a proved 
g«»d race horse himself and not likely to succumb to any but his own kind. I.ast year he made his debut 
as a two-year-old at the Lexiugton Spring meeting. May 4. In a purse at four and a half furlongs. Demon- 
strating that no mistake had been made in reports of his great speed in training gallops, he won by four 
lengths in :54%, with Calisse second and Guarauola third. Crystal Domino, Wheelwright and three more run- 
ning unplaced. Ilis next essay was in the valuable Breeders’ Futurity, at a half mile, run May 9. This he 
won by two lengths in :48. with Bachelor Girl second. Wheelwright third and ten more of the best two-year- 
olds in Kentucky .unplaced. Ilis third start was in a purse race at Latouia. June 21. The distance was 
five furlongs and he won in the same easy fashion that had characterized his previous races. lie carried 
121 pounds to 109 on Wheelwright. 114 on Presumption and 100 on the other two starters, ran the distance 
in the superlatively fast time of :59% and won by two lengths from Wheelwright, with Presumption third. 
June 21 he won the Harold Stakes over a muddy track, but only beat Presumption a half length, with Dila- 
tory ;l bad third. He carried 121 i>ounds to Presumption's 112 and ran the five furlongs of the race in 
1:02%. Ilis sole defeat and his last race of the year was in the Cincinnati Trophy, July 8. at five and a 
half furlongs. He carried 124 pounds and the track was heavy. Lady Lightning won, 'with Presumption 
second and Amon third. The Manager was always badly beaten. Subsequently it was discovered that he 
had gone amiss to such an extent that he was at once thrown out of training and was raced no more in 
1911. 

When the time for training operations had arrived this year he had fully recovered from his ailment 
and grown into a magnificent appearing young horse. Progressing favorably in trainiug and as he ripened 
giving satisfactory evidence of still possessing the electric speed of his early racing last vear. he was 
threatening to become first favorite for the Derby until suddenly taken with a fever recently. Consterna- 
tion followed a report that the good colt was at the verge of death. Fortunately the report was incorrect. 
The Manager speedily recovered from his disorder and has since then been working so well that he has been 
named to start in a race Monday. His record is as follows:

test that was looked forward to iu the first meeting 
of The Manager and Worth, but it is still the aim 
ami purpose of the owners and trainers of both 
these colts to get them to the post for the Derbv, 
and because of the things that have happened this 
week other owners have taken heart and now will 
go in where liefore they fancied they had no chance. 

The unbeaten two-year-old. Hawthorn, that has a 
string of seven victories including the Iroquois 
Stakes here last Tuesday, has been variously dis- 
cussed by those who saw him win his five races at 
Juarez and those who saw him take two in the 
muddy going here. The iieople who were at Juarez 
where the track was always dry and fast, declare 
that they have observed no youngster in Kentucky 
as yet that is capable of taking the measure of the 
son of Hastings and White Thorn, while those who 
saw him only in his two races at the Kentucky Ass- 
soeiation track arc somewhat divided in their opin- 
ions and expressions. Some are quite agreed with 
the Juarez idea, but many more are willing to wager 
that he wiil have his measure taken iu the Bash 
ford-Manor Stakes at Louisville, May 1C, if not 
liefore. Since Helios won the Breeders’ Futurity 
there are some who are saying that this Star Shoot 
— Hindoo Rose gelding will Ik* equal to the task of 
taking the son of Hastings by the head and leading 
him home. Some others have the notion that For- 
ward can give him a beating right now. and there 
arc others still who profess to believe that even 
Christmas Star and the as yet uncolored McCorkle 
can accomplish the task. Trainer ‘•Bill” Trevey, 
however, smiles good hinnoredly and declares upon 
his honor that he doesn’t know how good a colt 
Hawthorn is. “You see. this colt may be a hound. 
I don't know.” said he. “He has so much s|s*cd 
that he has been able to run away from any and 
all he has met up to date, and he has won all of 
his races with so much ease that it is simply ini 
possible to figure what be will do when he comes in 
contact with one that can look him in the eye for 
an appreciable part of the route. He may have 
some dog in him and tell the other fellow to take it. 
I hope, however, that he has not. and I want to say 
that if he is really and truly game, with all the 
speed he possesses, there is no telling how long he 
may run before he is defeated.” 

There was one feature of the Breeders’ Futurity 
that is worthy of comment for the consideration of 
students of breeding. It is the fact that there 
were three of the get of Colonel Clay’s imported 
Star Shoot in the race anil they each got a piece of 
the money. Helios winning, Christmas Star being 
third and Solar Star fourth, the conditions stipulat- 
ing that the fourth horse should save bis starting 
fee of $75. Another incident worthy of note is 
that Heiios and Christmas Star are both out of 
Hindoo mares, the former lining a son of Hindoo 
Rose and the latter a daughter of Breakwater. 

Naushon, the good four-year-old son of Yankee and 



Royal Gun. has been retired to the stud. R. X. 
Wilson sent him to Kentucky last week and he is 
now at the Kirklevington Farm near this city to be 
mated with eight mares, including L’AIouette. whicii 
Mr. Wilson has there in charge of Oscar Brown. 

Among the yearlings at August Belmont's noted 
Nursery Stud is a brother to Hawthorn. He is of a 
block ier type and generally a 1 letter made horse 
than is his illustrious two-year-old brother. It is 
not likely that anyone will get him for $,>00. the 
price Mr. Clyde paid for Hawthorn. Johnson N. 
Camden owns a yearling half-sister to Ilelios that 
he says is larger now than is the winner of the 
Breeders’ Futurity. This filly is by Plaudit. Hindoo 
Rose was cast off by Mr. Camden last fall, being 
knocked down to William Scully of this city for $55 
and later sold by him to Thos. B. Cromwell, a local 
newspaper man, for $125. and she is now in his 
possession. She has no foal this season and has 
not been mated as yet. She will probably go again 
to the court of Star Shoot. 

WOTTED LIFT BAN AGAINST RACING. 

Minneapolis. Minn.. May 4. — The Board of Bishops 
of the Methodist Episcopal church have reported to 
the general conference of the church in session here 
in favor of lifting the church ban from dancing, 
card playing, gambling and attendance at horse 
racing, theaters and circuses. 

In making this radical recommendation the twenty- 
four active bishops who formulated the re|>ort de- 
clared that the American people are too far ad- 
vanced longer to be restricted by church rules as 
to what their amusements shall be. It is suggested 
that each individual follow the dictates of his own 
conscience. 

The bishops declared that the church reiterated 
its opposition to theater going and gambling, hut 
that the acelesiastical rule in force since 1872 could 
not fix the point between the turf and the stock 
market. 

The report in part said: “We would joyfully 

acclaim the day when every Christian would abstain 
from the amusements which have been prohibited 
, we repress our conviction that John 

Wesley dealt more wisely with the danger.”

H. K. KNAPP’S GREAT FILLY WINS BLUE 
GRASS STAKES AT LEXINGTON. 



Victory Accomplished in an Easy Manner — The Man- 
ager in Sensational Work-Out — Round the World 
Beaten by Caugh Hill and Milton B. 



Lexington. Ky., May 4. — II. K. Knapp’s crack filly 
Sprite again demonstrated her quality by au easy 
victory in the Blue Grass Stakes at one mile and au 
eighth, which featured today’s card at the Ken- 
Itieky Association course. The time, 1:5254. was 
comparatively slow as against Governor Gray's 
1:51 5o. made in tin* same stake last year when he 
heat Meridian. Sprite, however, was never fully 
extended and for most of the trip only cantered. 
The withdrawals of Worth and Sonada left only 
Duval, Wheelwright and Sir Blaise to opjiose her 
and neither of this trio were sufficiently formidable 
to offer the great filly serious contention. There 
was a mixup at tin* start lietwecn Sprite and Wheel- 
wright, which, for a brief jieriod. threatened serious 
consequences, but luckily they avoided a fall aud 
Sprite buffeted her way clear in a few stride's. She 
then went into a long lead, though under hard re- 
straint and only played with the others. Wheel- 
wright’s effort was a good one, for he lost con- 
siderable ground at the start. He closed an im- 
mense gap in resolute fashion and disposed of IMival 
handily in tlie final furlong. The net value of the 
stakes was $1,447. 

George I iloin suffered additional liad luck todav 
when Tourist, starting in the first race, was jumped 
on and badly cut. The injury will probably necessi- 
tate the colt's destruction, though W. Jones, who 
was presented with tin* colt by Mr. Odom, thinks lie 
has a chance to save him ami made arrangements to 
turn him out at the Heisel farm. The race also 
carried with it a disappointment to the Hallcubeck 
connections, who wagered heavily on Housemaid, 
only to see her bring up iu the ruck. Her failure 
was due to the rough riding of several of the jock- 
eys who kept Shilling in a iHK-ket almost through- 
out. 

Caugh Hill took the* handicap at three-quarters, in 
which Milton B.. Clierryola and Round the World 
were making their debut for this season. Caugh 
Hill had all the luck in the race and led for the 
entire trip. Round the World indicated that she 
was short liy succumbing to Milton B. when she 
seemingly had second money at her mercy. Clierrv 
olu also wiil improve on her showing today. Ilona it 
again acted fractional}- at the post and was left in 
the race. 

Ardelon accounted for the first juvenile rare, in 
which Y’engbee was the public choice, and Silver 
Bill, one of the outsiders, took the second juvenile 
dash of the afternoon. Trainer Karrick sent to the 
post in this race a trim looking filly in Coy, by 
McGee — Fickle, which was reported to have worked 
extra fast. She ran greenly and was never much in 
the running. Effendi showed some Improvement in 
winning in the closing race from Sea Cliff. The lat- 
ter was weakly ridden. 

The weather today was fine and the attendance 
aliout 5.000. Speculation was brisk, hut in volume 
of money handled it fell short of the corresponding 
day last year. 

Trainer Charles H. Hughes, who is again the 
business agent for the Hallcnbeck stable, returned 
today from Louisville, whither he went yesterday 
to arrange for the preparation of quarters and 
provender for Worth and others in the good string. 

C. L. Harrison, former owner of Housemaid and 
present owner of Bonanza. Winning Witch and a 
couple of likely two-year-olds in Jack Baker’s string, 
arrived from New York this morning and tkill re- 
main in Kentucky until after the Kentucky Derby 
is run. 

Jake Greonhurg of Louisville was among the visi- 
tors today. He says he has this season twenty 
mares at his farm near Louisville. 

That only My Genii, the property of H. I*. Head- 
ley and Katrine, owned by his son. Hal Price 
Headley, are named for the Breeders’ Futurity con- 
solation purse for fillies and geldings to be decided 
Monday, is somewhat surprising, since there are 
many others eligible. It was this that occasion.*.! 
the splitting of the sixth race and the making of a 
card of seven races, the first time for that number 
here since the introduction of the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem of betting.

He was rated behind tlie pace until 
the last half mile, when he went to the front and 
drew away into a five-lengths lead.

WILL BE GREAT SOCIAL OCCASION. 

Notable People Planning to Visit Churchill Downs 
on Derby Day, Next Saturday. 

Louisville. Ky., May 4. — One frequently hears 
Lor.se racing referred to as the sport of kings. It 
wa* in the long ago. It is now the sport of the 
people, as It was once the pastime of royalty. It 
is even more, according to M. J. Winn, general man- 
ager of the Now Louisville Jockey Club; Charles F. 
Grainger, Us president, and Charles F. Price, pre- 
siding judge of the course and one of the most 
eminent racing officials and turf authorities in 
America. Racing, they agree, lias for its professed 
object not mere amusement, but, rather, the better- 
ment of the race of horses. 

fouls Napoleon, knowing the benefit the methodical 
breeding of cavalry horses would confer upon France, 
issued a decree ordering horse racing in Paris and 
the provinces. He also established a Grand Prix 
de Paris. In the gay French city going to the races 
is something like going to a garden party. The 
flower beds, shady paddocks, and the velvety lawns 
of Autcuil hear out this. Maisous Laffitte in the 
season is a mass of flowers. 

Attaching to the great turf events in America Is 
tlte same sentiment, the same keen interest aud the 
identical thrills coincident with -the rich fixtures 
nbroad. At Churchill Downs, on Derby Day, there 
will be the same kaleidoscope of color and bright 
array of gowns In the grandstand, until It will 
resembles a monster bank of flowers of every hue. 
The picture will be equally fascinating on the club- 
house lawn, on the lower promenade and in the 
newly-built boxes, twenty-six in numlier, on the 
roof of the building set apart for exclusive use of 
club niemliers. This is an innovation provided by 
Mr. Winn out of compliment to society, not alone 
in Louisville, but Kentucky and the Union, for year 
after year the elite Journey to Churchill Down's to 
bestow their approval and patronage upon a sport 
characteristic of Kentucky and dear to the heart 
of every man and woman appreciative of a contest 
between blooded racers both fleet and courageous. 

Manager Winn’s ideas concerning the comfort of 
the patrons of the course, the beautification of the 
plant, remodeling it in keeping with up-to-date 
methods, the elimination of everything unsightly, 
tlie substitution of something better and pleasing, 
always elicit from his business associates, Charles 
F. Grainger and Col. Andrew Vennie, hearty ap- 
proval. so, when lie decides to make alterations and 
improvements no discussion ensues as to the ad- 
visability of doing this or that simply because it rep- 
resents a heavy expenditure of money. Liberality 
and progressiveness are the keynotes with the Jockey 
Club, judging by what has been done heretofore, by 
what is being done now and what Mr. Winn has in 
contemplation for the future. 

Tills system is what has made Mr. Winn the fore- 
most and most successful manager of race courses 
in America. It brought to him in New York, before 
adverse legislation closed those tracks, the unre- 
served approval of metropolitan turfites. It lias 
enabled him to securely establish in Mexico one of 
the greatest racing plants to lie found anywhere. 

When, -on May 11, the host marches upon the 
Downs to attend the inauguration of the spring race 
meeting, the feature of which will be the thirty- 
eighth renewal of the Kentucky Derby, it will wait 
in an atmosphere agreeable and unchanged at old 
CburctiiU Downs, but tliere will be many changes 
agreeable to the eye, yet retaining the sentiment 
hovering over the place, and which, for some unex- 
plained reason, makes it different from other race 
tracks. 

On the front lawn will be bods of dainty flowers, 
artistically trimmed evergreens and palms lining the 
entrance to the grandstand. This structure will !>•* 
bright iu fresh green and white. But at the club 
bouse it will lie found that the most extensive trans- 
formation lias been wrought. On the roof over the 
promenade, where tlie beauty and the chivalry of 
the country have on so many occasions participated 
in the gaitles, there will be colonial style boxes, 
extending the entire length of the club house. Each 
box will scat as many as ten persons. The boxes 
will be of snowy whiteness and on Derby day will 
be decorated. Behind the boxes will be a promen- 



ade. Between races “Beauty Row’’ will be packed 
with women and their escorts visiting the occupants 
of the various Imxos. Here, on Derby day, will be 
found representatives of high society from the four 
corners of the Republic. From this elevated posi- 
tion the club house members and their guests may 
view tlie races without any obstruction whatever, 
never losing sight of the horses from start to finish. 

In order to relieve the congestion of previous Derby 
days. Mr. \N inn will have thirty-two pari-mutuel 
machines in o|«>ration. Three will be available for 
club house members, and will be located just out- 
side the entrance to the club house, almost oppo- 
site the judges stand. In the betting ring proper 
there will be twenty-nine machines. The space used 
heretofore for boards to display the entries in the 
races, together with the names of the jockeys, will 
tip*ed by five cashiers’ stands for the cashing 
of and $10 tickets. In all. there will be twenty- 
three cashiers. Every arrangement has been made 
to facilitate transactions hi connection with the 
pari-mutuel system. 

This will lie the last spring for the big stable 
which stands near the paddock. The coming sum- 
mer it will be removed. All of the ground adjacent 
paddock will be graded and sodded. Trees 
will be planted, just as they have been in the in 
field, which has been graded and planted with grass 
seed. This lawn will be beautiful. Mr. Winn will 
also close the inside track to trainers and beantify 
*1- Here flowers will bloom from the far stretch 
turn to a point far beyond the club house turp. 
Irom time to time additional improvements will be 
made with no other purpose in view than to make 
Churchill Downs the ideal, most inviting and most 
beautiful race course in all America. 

Nicias, which, if anything happens to Free Lance, 
will be George J. Long's standard bearer in the 
Kentucky Derby this spring, did aliout the best 
work of any three-year-old at the local courses to- 
day. The tracks were fast. In company with the 
three-year-old filly Fernanda, also in the Long stable, 
the son of Sir ilium worked three-quarters in 
1:14%. He went the first eighth in :11%„ tlie 
quarter in :24, three furlongs iu :30%, the half 
in :49. aud five furlongs in 1:02-%. Free Lance was 
the only other Derby candidate to work. He went 
three furlongs in :39, presumably as a tuning up 
for a last work-out tomorrow. The Roval Prince, in 
James S. Evernian’s stable, did about the fastest 
work of the older horses, going a mile in 1:432* 
pulled up. He worked with T. M. Green, which 
went the first seven furlongs with him in 1:29%. 
Tlie pair worked the half in :49%. Other trials 
were :

Davis received notice this 
morning from Capt. E. B. Cassatt, the Pennsylvania 
multi-millionaire turfman, that he will ship nine 
horses iu the next few days to the Downs. Among 
them are his Clark Handicap candidate. Heather 
broom, and the fillies Flying Fairy and Lawsuit, 
Debutante Stakes candidates. 

L. H. Adair, a wealthy St. Louis turfman, was 
an arrival here today. He has a stable of horses 
quartered here in charge of Hanley Baker and is 
in the market for any other good horses that may be 
for sale at a reasonable price. 

P. H. Donnelly’s noted mare, Ethel D., is at 
Douglas Park, aud her traiuer has been having dif- 
ficulty in getting her to work on the track. Age 
does not seeiu to improve her temperament, but she 
appears to have all her brilliant speed. Mr. Don- 
nelly is trying to get her ready to race in the 

Louisville Handicap. 

A field of twelve starters iu the Derby is not ini 
possible.

Non-winnt-rs of a three-year-old race of the value 
of $1,500 are allowed live pounds in the Derby, 

which makes the weight for all colts which have 
not won such a race 117 pounds. Geldings and 

fillies are entitled to the usual sex allowance. 

On their form as two-year olds Worth. The Man 
ager and Sonada stand out among the probable start- 
ers in tlie Derby this spring, but it sometimes hap- 
pens that good two-year-olds do not race up to ex- 
pectations, as three-year-olds. The work of some 
of the prosiiective Derby starters which did not 
show stake winning form last season has this spring 
been as good as anything shown liy the stars that 
arc iu this race. Worth’s mile in 1:41% at Lex- 
ington Friday is no better than the work of Guar 
aimla and Free Lance at the Downs several days 
ago. Of course Worth showed much earlier speed 
in his trials than Guarnnola or Free Lance, but 
speed docs not always win a Derby. It takes stam 
ina as well. If Worth was strung out at the end 
of his mile, it was not as good a performance as the 
trials here of the Henderson & Hogan- colt or of 
George J. Long’s c-raek. Sonada won a race at Lex- 
ington a few days ago in about the same time and 
beat in that race three of the Derby candidates 
Duval. Sir Blaise and Wheelwright. As far as his 
race goes, though the track was a bit slow, it is 
not considered a better performance than the mil-* 
of either Guaranola or Free Lance at tlie Downs 

It is nearly a certainty now that Flamma will go 
in the Derby. She was classed as a doubtful starter 
until she worked a mile and a quarter at the Downs 
She came out of that work so satisfactorily that her 
traiuer has aliout concluded to send her after the 
rich prize.
